PROVES THE NAME 


Albany, Young Man Caught by Pas- 


senger Train, on Illinois Central 


Track at 'Monticello.

road crossing- near the woollen mills 
at Monticello, .commonly known as 
tlie death trap, claimed its second 
victim 
Monday 
af.te'rnoon,

wji.h a load uf feed, was struck by 
the southbound ' passenger train on 
the Illinois Centra! and was instantly 
killed. 
The .horses 
had 
evidently 


just stopped onto the track when the 
engine struck them and both of the 
animals .were' hurled down the right- 
of-way at least sixty feet. 
The ani- 


mal next tiie engine was disembow- 
eled and killed instantly, while the 
other horse .was crippled so badly, 
that it had to b» shot. While the ex- 
ant manner in which the young'man 
met his death w.ill perhaps never be 
known the supposition is that the 
force o f ' the'collision 
threw 
Him 


against the engine.and he was then 
hurled down the track about thirty 
feet. 
His skull was 
crushed 
just 


above the left eye, where there was 
an .opening fully 'three

width, the upper and lower jaws'were 
broken ns was also his neck.

murder, about noon, and started "with 
his baggage for the railway station. 


"Bearded Man" Described. 


A woman, who, conducted a confec- 


tionery 'shop in Baden Baden, de- 
scribed as far as she was able, the
